STARVATION THREATENING 
FASCIST CIVIL GUARDS 

TOLEDO, Spain, Aug. 11.—(4)— 
Besieged for 21 days behind the six- 
foot walls of the ancient Alcazar, 
1,200 fascist civil guards were report- 
ed to have taken desperate steps to 
defeat starvation. 

Six private soldiers, who risked 
their lives in a hazardous escape from 
the beleaguered fortress, told of the 
privation of men, women and children 
within the citadel. ;

RUSSIA WILL INCREASE 


HER ARMY BY 300,000 


Lowers Age of Conscription 
to 19 Years and Makes 
Force of 1,600,000. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 11.—(UP)—Vast 
increases in soviet Russia’s army were 
provided for today when the govern- 
ment issued an official decree extend- 
ing the age of conscription to 19. 
Hitherto only TI-ussians 21 and over 
have been subject to compulsory mili- 
tary training regulations. 

The decree was issued by the all- 
powerful central executive committee 
and the council of people's commissars. 
It will gradually bring into service for 
military training three completely new 
classes of conscripts during a period 
of four years. 

On the basis of the. present size of 
Russia’s military classes the decree 
means that the soviet union will have 
an army totalling 1,600,000 men with 
the colors at all times. 

Soviet Russia’s regularly standing 
army now totals 1,300,000 men. The 
figure will increase to 1,600,000 im- 
mediately if the government, as is an- 
ticipated, adds even one-half of the 
yearly class of conscripts subject to 
service under the red flag, as the new- 
ly. promulgated decree provides.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 11.—(4)— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, in his 
first public appearance as a_ scien- 
tist, and Dr. Alexis Carrel today dis- 
played their mechanical heart to ea- 
ger, excited members of the Interna- 
tional Congress of Experimental 
Cytology. 

In groups of ten. the _ scientists 
pushed into the small room to learn 
intricacies of the apparatus by which 
organs of the body can be kept alive 
indefinitely for observation and study. 

Dr. Carrel, who supplied technical 
knowledge for construction of the 
heart, answered questions in French. 
Colonel Lindbergh, who developed the 
mechanical apparatus, explained its 
details in English. 

The exhibit was closed after two 
and one-half hours but will be open 
the remainder of the week.

Late Saturday night, or early Sun- 
day morning—“it. was midnight or 
shortly after’—according to the 
Smith of Penitentiary Guardian 
Smiths, a strange automobile was no- 
ticed parked in the entrance to the 
honor farm in the South river bot- 
toms. 

“T went up to the automobile and 
shot my flashlight into the car,” said 
Smith, “That man (J. H. Smith) 
was in the car sleeping. We raise 
corn, vegetables and potatoes on the 
farm and the cornfield has been raided 
about ten times. Every time, roast- 
ing ears have been missing, a good 
load was taken out each time. It’s 
been a-going on for two or. three 
weeks. We been worried because this 
is government property and people 
ought not be taking government roast- 
ing ears away. | 

Poor Picking. 

“Well, sir,” Smith told Judge 
Griffith, “this man (J. H. Smith) 
was asleep and we didn’t wake him 
up but we stood there and about 15 
minutes later, along came these other 
men (Hugh Inman Adams and H. O. 
Smith) and we asked them what they 
were doing and they said: 

“*Stealin’ corn, but the darned stuff 
ain’t worth nothin’—looky here.’ 

“Adams had an ear of corn and he 
was complaining that it was too dry 
—wasn’t worth cooking. Smith in the 
car didn’t say anything, he didn’t even 
rouse up. 

“The car had a trailer on it.” 

“Smith (J. Smith) finally 
roused up with all the commotion 
and he told me that he had reason 
to steal—he had a wife and babies at 
home and couldn’t get work, try as 
hard as he would. 


Goes for Adventure. 


“Adams claimed he was working 
every day as a hardwood floor sur- 
facer, making 65 cents an hour, and 
he was just hanging around that beer 
parlor on Fair street and the other 
fellows had invited him along and he 
went, just for the adventure of the 
thing.” 

Judge Griffith interrupted: 

“You say they had roasting ears?” 

“They only had one, judge. A fel- 
low named Sprayberry, a neighbor of 
ours near the penitentiary, happened 
along about that time and we asked 
him to hurry to Decatur and get the 
police. Officers Smith and White re- 
sponded.” 

Judge Griffith again interrupted: 

“Is this land posted?” 

“Yes, sir; we have signs that say 
just as plain as day:

NO HUNTING ALLOWED 
Judge Griffith clucked his tongue: 
“And they came in anyhow?’ 
“Yes, sir, judge, their car was 
parked in the East McDonough road.

into the field while the other Smith 
slept at the wheel of the car, freely 
admitted that they had just decided 
to go out and steal some corn. The 
impulse came over them at the Fair 
street beer parlor. They spent, ac- 
cording to their own admissions, ap- 
roximately 75 cents or a dollar on 
er, working up their nerve to go 
out and get the corn for their dis- 
tressed families at home, although 
Adams went for the mere adventure. 
The money they spent on beer to 
steady their nerves probably would 
have bought a bushel of corn. 
“But,” all three insisted to Judge 
Griffith, “we didn’t know we were on 
government property.” 
Admit Intention. 
All three confessed to the commis- 


sioner: 
“Judge, we went out to steal corn. 


We didn’t know it was government 


property, but we thought it would be 
swell to take home some corn. But 
that corn, judge, wasn’t worth steal- 
ing. It was dry and hard and we 
only brought that ear along to show 
Smith that we had tried but that it 
wasn’t worth while.” 

“In fact,” said H, O. Smith, “while 
we were rooting through the corn- 
field. we saw an automobile pass on 
the road and I said to Adams: 

“*There goes Smith—he’s woke up 
and he’s forgotten where he is and he’s 
driving home and leaving us.’ 


“And we ran after the car and I 
fell in, head first, in South River, and 
I was as wet as could be. So, we 
ran back to where the car was parked 
and we found Smith all right, but it 
was the wrong Smith. 

“Mr. Smith (the penitentiary 
guard) leveled a shotgun at us and 
told us we were covered. We froze 
in our tracks and. here we are. He 
told us he had three more shotguns 
leveled at us from the bushes and we 
froze more than we were frozen. Hére 
we are. I don’t want any more of 
it for all the corn in the world.” 

Footprints Sought. 

W. A. Botts, the G-man, sat through 
the trial ushering the complaining of- 
ficers on and off the stand. The G- 
men plan to dig into the heart of 
things today because protecting gov- 
ernment property is their business. 
Today Botts and a supplementary 
squad will be ferreting out footprints 
and spotting guards at night to cap- 
ture more accomplices in the “roast- 
ing ear racket.” 

Smith (the penitentiary guard) re- 
ported his miseries of the stolen roast- 
ing ears to the G-men when the racket 
first developed, and the loyal Atlanta 
agents of J. Edgar Hoover have been 
teaching Smith just how to prowl 
through the honor farm at nights and 
capture the burglars. 


“J. H. Smith was the brains of the 
racket,” said Botts yesterday. “We'll 
clean it up.” 

“Meanwhile,” said Judge Griffith, 
“we'll hold these men under $200 bond 
each. We'll get to the bottom of this.” 

“And,” commented the three prison- 
ers, “it surely was bad corn—all dry 
and hard and not fit to cook.”

The significance of the President's 
new ruling on PWA-relief labor is 
that the first batch of the 352 projects 
under the new $300,000,000 authoriza- 
tion included only those which could 
employ workers from relief rolls with 
both federal and local money. 

The President said he had told a 
Texas delegation, which protested to 
him today that the state was left off 
the project list along with 10 other 
states, that they would simply have to 
go back and find out how many suit- 
able workmen they had on relief. 

a “Swapping” Suggested. 

Swapping’ of relief workmen 
among communities was suggested by 
Mr. Roosevelt as a means of clearing 
projects otherwise not available. In 
the case of a city wanting to build a 
bridge but having no caisson workers 
on relief, he said it might import them 
from 50 to 100 miles away.

FLAS SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Standards of Scholarship, 
Attendance and Conduct 
of Students Condemned. 


Charging that low standards of At- 
lanta schools, the relegation of teach- 
ers to the position of “a piece of ma- 
chinery” and unjust handling of the 
salary schedule by the administration 
prompted her action, Miss Mary Bos- 
worth, teacher at Commercial High 
school for the past several years, yes- 
terday resigned. 

George S. Lowman, eighth ward 
school commissioner, had a copy of 
her resignation, and demanded that! 
Willis A. Sutton, school superintend- 
ae read the resignation from his own 
iles, 

Sutton then sent to his office to 
procure his copy. 

The Bosworth letter, addressed to 
Sutton and members of the board, fol- 
lows: 

“I herewith tender my resignation 
as teacher in the Atlanta public 
school system to take effect at the 
end of this school year, August 31, 
1936. 

“My reasons are as follows: 

“1. The low standards as to schol- 
arship, attendance, and conduct of 
the student body, which seem to be 
encouraged by the policies of the ad- 
ministration. 

“2. The relegation of the teacher to 
the position of a piece of machinery 
to be worked at will by the adminis- 
tration. 


“3. The unjust handiing of the sal- 
ary schedule by the administration.” 

Sutton prkised Miss Bosworth and 
cited an answer in which he told her 
she was doing the right thing if she 
felt that way about the schools, and 
then asked to be allowed to read let- 
ters from other persons who have re- 
signed from the system, which have 
not the same tenor as this. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the teach- 
ers of the Atlanta schools know that! 
in the Atlanta system they have as/| 
much if not more liberty and freedom 
than in any other system of the coun- 
try,’ Sutton told board members. 

Mrs. V. Peterson then recited 
figures showing that the percentage 
of subject failures as listed by the 
Southern Association of Universities 
and Colleges show that Atlanta’s is 
among the lowest of all southern 
cities. 

The Atlanta figure was placed at 
10.9 per cent, while the general aver- 
age of other southern cities was about 
15 per cent. 

Birmingham and Memphis. were 
lower than Atlanta, having 8.6 per 
cent and 7 per cent, respectively.

Improvement of Farms and 
Homes Discussed at 
Athens Session. 


ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 11.—(P)—A 
$2,500 scholarship fund to be divided 
among 25 farm boys who have done 
the best work with livestock was an- 
nounced today by Dean Paul W. 
Chapman, of the University College 
of Agriculture. 


He told an opening farm and home. 
week general assembly the farmers’ | 


market of Sears, Roebuck & Com- 
pany, Atlanta, will give ‘$100 each 


to the selected 25 boys for the col-|. 


lege year 1937-38. 

Dean Chapman said C. H. Bishop, 
market manager, wants the selections 
based on “need and  accomplish- 
ments.” 

Chapman Speaks. 

Addressing farmers, tarm women 
and 4-H Club boys and girls attend- 


ing the farm and home week pro-| 


gram, Dean Chapman said he hopes 
“to see the day when it cannot be 
said of Georgia that she imports 
food products from all parts of the 
country.” 

The farm and home week visitors 
to the campus also were welcomed by 
President Harmon Caldwell, of the 
University of Georgia, and Director 
Harry L. Brown, of the agricultural 
extension service. 


The farm and home week activities 
began last night with organization of 
a short course for women and a lead- 
ership training conference for 4-H 
members representing every county in 
the state. 

Farmers took up the study today 
of “‘water and electricity on _ the 
farm.” George W. Kable, Tennessee 
Valley Authority chief of rural elec- 
trification, told the group electricity 
may be made a valuable hired hand 
on the farm or hired maid in the 
house. : 

“When considered as such the cost 
is frequently less than that of hiring 
similar service or power produced in 
some other manner,” he said. “A man 
working continuously will produce 
only about one-tenth horsepower, and 
the steady -production of one-tenth 
horsepower is a fatiguing task. 

“With the increase which is taking 
place in the number of farms receiv- 
ing central station service, and the in- 
terest which is manifested by rural 
people, a new conception of the use 
of electricity is more important even 
than convenience or labor saving.” 

He said an electric refrigerator, 
while it might be a convenience, could 
also be of greater value by permitting 
a farmer or a group of farmers to en- 
joy fresh meat at all seasons of the 
year. 

Health Emphasized. 

Three speakers today emphasized 
need of attention to mental and physi- 
cal health in farm homes before home 
demonstration club members attending 
the farm and home week. 

“With one out of every five babies 
born in America destined, according 
to present statistics, to enter a hos- 
pital for mental treatment before be- 
ing 25 years old, the need for intelli- 
gent preventive mental hygiene is ap- 
parent,” Dr. J. E. Greene, of the uni- 
versity faculty, said. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state health 
commissioner, said only 33 Georgia 
counties have full health departments, 
but added; 

“Through the social security act, 
which will bring us little less than 
$400,000 for health work in the state, 
we will have enough money to set up 
seven district health offices, and we 
hope eventually to get 60.” 

Tomorrow fonr Georgians will be 
given master farmer awards during 
the general session. Chief among the 
speakers will be Dr. Clarence E. Poe, 
president of a farm magazine.

First week’s sales, covering four 
selling days brought in $6,102,449.01 
to Georgia growers. 

This compared with a total pound- 
age of 11,787,186 at an average of 
22.23 cents a pound or a total of $2,- 
498,533.56 fo: the first week of the 
1935 season in which there were two 
selling days. 

Reports to Bagley’s office showed 
that Tifton, the leading volume mar- 
ket of 1935, had greatest sales for the 
first week—3,293,408 pounds and that 
several other points, Blackhear, Doug- 
las, Moultrie, Nashvile and Valdosta 
had sales of more than 2,000,000 
pounds each. 

The reports gave Hahira the rank- 
ing as the top price market for the 
first week. Hahira warehouses re- 
ported sales of 976,316 pounds at an

The report of the crop reporting 
bureau of the Department of Agri- 
culture that the drouth in the west- 
ern grain-producing states will cut 
the 1936 corn crop to the lowest 
size in 50 years means that the re- 
sultant rise im prices will be an- 
other golden flood to the farmers 
of Georgia. 

Georgia is a large corn-produc- 
ing state, the crop in only 13 other 
states having been larger last year. 
Last year the production in this 
state was placed by the Department 
of Agriculture at 39,270,000 bush- 
els. 

It is probable that this year’s 
crop will equal, or exceed, this fig- 
ure, as whatever damage:was done 
by the drouth during June and July

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Tuberculous arthritis, occurring chief- 
ly in children and involving one joint, 
not many joints in succession, is 
sometimes neglected or improperly 
treated as “rheumatism.” 


Gonorrheal arthritis, occurring in 
young adults and involving one or 
more joints, tendon sheathes or bur- 
sae, is a painful, protracted disabil- 
ity, complicated in not a few cases 
with endocarditis and valvular dam- 
age, and prone to leave permanent 
adhesions which cripple the joint or 
joints, unless passive motion is insti- 
tuted as early as subsidence of pain 
will permit and carried out daily. So 
long as doctor and patient 
stand, 
is given to the trouble. 


Comparatively rare is joint disabil- 


ity due to syphilis, and it occurs long | 


years after the early or active stage 
of the syphilis has passed. Constitu- 
tional treatment of the underlying con- 
dition is imperative, aside from any 
local treatment of the affected joint. 

Past middle age, chronic disability 
of joints, especially knee joints and 
hip joints, appears to be due entirely 
to prolonged strain from bad posture 
and repeated slight injuries’ or 
sprains, which the lowered metabo- 
lism and faulty nutrition associated 
with advancing age or with premature 
senility cannot cope with. In these 
cases of mild but insidiously advanc- 
ing “rheumatism” we see the excel- 
lent effects of iodin ration, vitamin 
therapy, hormone or ductless gland 
remedies, attention to correcting pos- 
tural faults, insistence on _ suitable 
daily exercise—all of which measures 
tend to increase metabolism and im- 
prove nutrition. 


Young adults who purport to have 
chronic “rheumatism” in one joint 


are likely to suffer actually from the | 
effects of injury to the joint or in- | 
the joint, | 


jury to structures about 
such injuries as fracture, sprain, torn 
ligament, displaced cartilage. strain 
or contusion of a bursa. No intel- 
ligent person should be content with 
a label of “rheumatism’’ in such cir- 
cumstance. When one goes to the 
physician. complaining of a lame knee 
or lame shoulder, if the doctor seri- 
ously regards the trouble as “rheuma- 
tism” one may fairly say: “So you 
have no idea what ails me, Doctor?” 
If the doctor still calls it “rheuma- 
tism”’—well, this is a free country 
and there are good doctors every- 
where. 


Internal derangement of the knee, 
loose cartilage, locking, “joint mice” 
or floating bodies and thickened syno- 
vial fringes which get caught and 
pinched at intervals causing sudden 
disability, pain, swelling and perhaps 
effusion (water on the knee)—it is 
obviously futile to treat these 
cal conditions as “arthritis.” 
only satisfactory treatment in 
cases is surgery.

When the Sharkey man climbs through the ropes later this 
month to fight Joe Louis, fight fans will have a look at the ring’s 
unique prize; a real fistic puzzle. 

By all the odds he should be 
permanently busy with his 
flower gardens and his Boston 
saloon. But he isn’t. “He’s 
back in the big ring money 
again, meeting one of the 
stand-out figures in the ring. 

This descendant of Lithuan- 
jan parents has shown a lot of 
courage, a surprising lack of it, 
a great deal of ability and an 
utter lack of it. 

Back in the days when Harry 
Wills was being set up as a 
martyr because no one, and 
especially Jack Dempsey, 
would fight him, Jack Sharkey 
did it. 

He came along with very lit- 
tle reputation. And signed to 
fight Harry Wills, the Black 
Panther of his day, just as Joe 
Louis was to become the Brown 
Bomber of his brief era. 

And before the fight the 


“only would he fight Wills but 
brash kid announced that not 


JACK SHARKEY. he would beat him very easily. 


Which he did. He exploded the Wills myth. Harry Wills 
wasn’t much of a fighter after all. 

Later on he was to tell a boxing commission, investigating 
a poor fight: ‘There was nothing at all wrong. I’m just a 
poor fighter, that’s all.” 

He was in and out, getting nowhere especially, but he did 
fight his way into a try with Jack Dempsey when that veteran 
was in the elimination contests for the chance to fight Gene 
Tunney, the new champion. 


ALL BUT WON. 

He all but had Jack Dempsey beaten. He tagged him with 
a hard right in the opening round and for four more Dempsey 
was on the defensive. 

It was in the sixth round that Sharkey seemed sure 

to win. Dempsey’s legs were going. But Sharkey 

turned to protest to the referee, claiming a low blow. 

He turned his head to make his protest. 

And while he stood there, with his jaw turned in profile— 

Well, you know what Old Man Dempsey did, don’t you? 

Why, of course. He let him have it. Right on the 
jaw. And the fight was over. Jack Dempsey went on 
to fight Tunney the second time and lose the second time 
in the famous “long count’’ battle. 

Dempsey always said this “long count” was the most for- 
tunate thing that could have happened to him. Had he won 
he wouldn’t have lasted long as champion. It left him with 
public sentiment on his side. But that’s another story. 

x Mickey Walker held Sharkey to a draw. W. L. 
Stribling ed a draw with him but lost the decision 
when Sharkey’s own referee called it for Sharkey. Phil 
Scott claimed foul and Sharkey put on the first of his 
weeping, hysterical shows of stamping about the ring. 

He was well out in front of the new German star when Max 
Schmeling fell to the floor yelling foul. And Joe Jacobs, his 
manager, violated all the rules by climbing in the ring and yelling 
foul some more. They gave the title to Schmeling, this being 
after Tunney had retired. 


THE CARNERA MENACE, : 
There was in the country soon a new menace, Primo Car- 
nera. He was touring the country fighting matches, many of 
which were arranged for him. The late Bill McGeehan was 
never fooled about him. From the day he first saw him box 
until he, McGeehan, died, he referred to Carnera as ‘‘The Tall 
Tower of Gorgenzola.”’ 

But all the leading heavyweights were dodging the 
big fellow. They didn’t think he was any good. But 
they didn’t know. He was so tremendously large. And 
he looked tough. And he could box and was fairly fast. 
But Sharkey rushed in where the others feared to tread. I 
saw the fight at Ebbetts field over in Brooklyn. Sharkey won 
all the way. He knocked Carnera down and then tried to leap 
from the ring himself when the referee failed to declare the 
fight for Sharkey as Carnera, in violation of the rules, dropped 
to his knee after getting up. 

He came back to outpoint Max Schmeling across 15 rounds 
when Schmeling, a fighter, tried to box a boxer. He was cham- 
pion of the world. 


THE INVISIBLE PUNCH. 
He met Carnera again and was well out in front. 
Came the sixth round. 

Sharkey dropped to the canvas and was counted out. 
But no one at the ringside has yet seen the punch. 
Carnera and his entourage called it an uppercut. But if .. 
so it was the only one Primo ever landed in all his life. 
And no one saw it.

production. The announcement said 
the was formed because of 
Italy's desire for an independent sup- 
ply of cotton. 

Any new source of supply, which 
would displace American cotton in 
Italy, would make a dent in exports 
from this country. 

Commerce Department reports 
showed Italy has been a substantia! 
buyer of American cotton with pur- 
chases ranging from about 470,000 
bales to more than 800,000 bales an- 
nually since 1920. Heaviest exports 
to Italy in that period were 303,857 
bales in 1933. Exports in 1935 drop- 
ped to 474.106 bales and for the 11 
months ending June 30, 1936, were 
663,593 bales. 

Searching their records, the officials 
said they could find practically no 
recent and reliable information about 
cotton in Ethiopia. Cotton grows 
wild in some sections of the country, 
it Was said, but the production “ap- 
pears relatively small.” 

The area of Ethiopia was reported 

500,000 square miles, or about 
224,000,000 acres—considerably larger 
than the state of Texas. But much 
of Ethiopia “must be unsuited for cul- 
tivation,’ officials said, and irriga- 
tion would be necessary. 

As early as 1920 some European 
countries were reported studying pos- 
sibilities of Ethiopian cotton produc- 
tion, but little was done. 

Cotton has been produced by. irri- 
gation in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
reports said, and production’ in 
1930-36 was 240,000 bales, compared 
to an average of 142,000 for the 10 
years ending with the previous season. 
However, it was said that in no vear 
had the crop exceeded 10 per cent of

make their annual appearance by 
flashing across the heavens as they 
entered the solar system from outer 
space. 

The “Perseids” live a dazzlingly 
brilliant life in a second’s time, dis- 
/appearing while still 50 miles above 
|the ground. On the night of their 
| debut, amateur stargazers retire early 
and rise in the early morning hours 
when the meteors are scheduled to 
flash in the eky. 

One Atlanta stargazer, Dr. J. A. 
Aldrich, professor of astronomy at 
Oglethorpe Univ ersity, was reported to 
be taking a “nap’ when he was called 
for information regarding the meteors 
at 9 o'clock last night. 
|. “Oh, the Perseids,’’ he said when 
he was called to the telephone. “Yes, 
we're expecting them a little later to- 
night—probably in the early morn- 
ing hours.” 

Then, instead of being chagrined 
(at the sleep-disturber, the professor 
|explained why _ he and his fellow 
|astronomers would be looking for the 
meteors. 

“The meteors move in an orbit 
around the sun, and at about this 
time of the year we pass close to the 
path in which they move,” he said. 
“I’ve looked for them several years 
and usually have seen some. They are 
named for the constellation of Perseus 
—the group from which these partic- 
‘ular meteors all seem to radiate. Ev- 
ery August we cross the path and 
encounter a large number, although 
“some years only a few may be seen. 
Then, of course, we generally hare 
another shower of meteors in Novem- 
ber.”’ 


“Perseid’” meteors probably are 
the debris of comets, according to 
James Stokley, associate director of 
the Franklin Institute. They move in 
parallel paths, and, when they enter 
the atmosphere, seem to converge like 
a pair of railway tracks, he said. 
| He suggested the possibility that 
| Peltier’s comet, which now has dis- 
appeared from view for observers in 
ithe northern hemisphere, may some 
day return as a similar meteor shower.
